The subject, it was stated, will prob- 
ably come up before the supreme coun- 
cil in London. The French say they 
find no excuse whatever for the send 
ins of troops in this section 
BERLIN THINKS ORDER 


Will BE RESTORED 


Berlin, March 29.—The news from the 


Ruhr industrial section, the Rhmeland 
in general, and from Westphalia per 
mils the.conclusion that order will be 
gradually restored in those 
regions, 
where rebellious forces of working men 
have been operating, it was declared 
here today. 


At a meeting Sunday at Hagen, West- 
phalia, and three Socialist parties de 
cided to withdraw from the Muelhein 
.headquarters, the seat of the rebel con 
trol, and if necessary to fight under 
Republican leadership against the Muel- 
heim faction, dispatches from Hagen 
announced 
T^ie behavior of this fac- 
tion, which was characterized as "an- 
inrchiBiieal," was declared to be held in 
these Socialist quarters as constituting 
•a danger to the industrial region. 
BERLIN GOVERNMENT 


WILL SUBDUE REDS 


.Berlin, March 29.—Energetic meas- 
ures to restore order and to protect the 
German people from "illegal acts" will 
be taken by the government against 
Communist forces operating 
in the 
Ruhr region, said a manifesto issued by 
the government today if leaders of the 
communists fail by March 30 to give 
adequate guarantees to General Von 
Walter, commander of the government 
troops in that district. 


The following stipulation are laid 
down as conditions upon which the gov- 
ernment will refrain from taking dras- 
tic steps to punish those who have op 
posed its authority. 


Unconstitutional recognition of con- 
stitutional state authorities. 


Restoration of official civilian and 


police services, providing they have 
not been implicated in the movement 
supportingrHhe reactionary regime set 
up by Dr. Wolfgang Kapp on March 11. 


Immediate release of prisoners. 
If these conditions are accepted the 


govenrment will not intervene, but if 
they are not. General Von Walter will 
receive full powers to proceed. 


The manifesto declares the Gielfeld 
agreement has not been kept, as at- 
tacks on Wesel are continuing and that 
numerous complaints from all circles of 
the populace against the crimes of the 
"extremists" have been received by the 
government.

Loss Will Reach Thousands 


of Dollars In This 


State Alone. 


Whisky, brandy and rare wines, 
totaling between 1,200 and 1,400 
quarts, and valued at about $10,- 
000, were seized by customs inspec- 
tors at Boston when ths liner 
Cedric docked recently. "One of the 
most ingenious methods by which 
the liquor was concealed was that 
employed by a woman who rigged 
up a large doll in which was con- 
cealed a gallon demijohn filled with 
liquor. 


Columbus, Marchi 29.— Casualties re- 


sulting from the storm which swept 
western Ohio yesterday afternoon and 
last night, totalled 26 dead and prob- 
ably several hundred injured, accord- 
ing to information available at 10:30 
today. Property damage win run into 
millions of dollars, it is said. 


Twenty dead have been reported in 


the vicmnity of Toledo, several small 
villages in that community having been 
completely destroyed. The villages of 
Renolette and Brunersburg, near De 
.fiance, are total wrecks, fire consum- 
ing the wreckage in Renolette. 
Six 
are dead in these two villages. Three 
are dead at Van Wert; three at Moul- 
ton, two at Toledo; one at Lima; four 
at Nashville and Greenville and one at 
Cleveland; three at Raabs Corners; 
two at Genoa and one at Sidney. 


Only meager reports have been re- 


ceived from villages in the Toledo ter- 
ritory as practically all communication 
is cut off.

Catch Up on Mail.

London.—The French government

double pipe line for oil between Ha\re 
uid Paris, a distance of about 1~>0 
mile4*, it is stated by the American 
Chamber of C'ommerce'iu London.
